| Ciacee time immemorial actors 
have been considered by their 
audiences as people separate 
from the usual human hbeing—as 
entertainers who are not to be 
judged by the usual rules of con- 
duct.

Therefore, it is something of a 
shock to find the actors up in 
arms at the plan to give plays on 
Sunday in New York City.

Kingpin in the argument. is 
Frank Gillmore, president of the 
Actors’ Equity Association, which 
is the equivalent of an actors’ 
union. Mr. Gillmore, in his years 
of service with the organization, 
has given it something of a par- 
ental background. From stars to 
tiny chorus girls, Actors’ Equity 
extends a protecting arm. and 
Gillmore is the chief exponent of 
this kind of service. 

His rule is somewhat in the 
nature of a regency, for the 
Council decides matters for the 
association, and Gillmore has 
considerable influence on this 
board. Recently members voted 
on the Sunday show plan, and so 
far as could be determined the 
vote was a tie, but something was 
mentioned to the effect that ac- 
tors might be willing to work on 
Sundays if the managers would 
loosen up and pay double salaries 
for the day. This idea, while un- 
sponsored, is thought to have 
emanated from Gillmore. 

Actually, the Equity head ap- 
pears more like a Chautauqua 
official than a father to Broad- 
way. His benig:. attitude covers 
a lot of real fire, which produc- 
ers have discovered of yore, and 
seem likely to feel once again. He 
helped to organize Equity, and 
has seen it through its darkest, 
as well as its brightest, days 

He attended the commiticer 
meetings in 1913 when Equity 
was first discussed, and became 
executive secretary in 1918. Dur- 
ing the following year he direct- 
ed the famous actors’ strike, and 
since then he has carried a suc- 
chip on his_ shoulder

Not only are these ready- 
cooked sausages, rolls and loaves 
delicious when sliced and served 
cold with potato salad and sliced 
tomatoes, but you can use them 
in many kinds of quickly and 
easily prepared cooked dishes. 
Here are a few suggestions: 


Ham Corncopias 


Arrange six well shaped slices 
of boiled or baked cold ham on 
a platter. Make six corncopias 
from other ham stiices, rolling 
and fastening the edges with 
toothpicks.

Roll the skewers 
in melted butter or bacon fat and 
grill until well browned and 
done.
